Fees and Emoluments received by the Vicar General and Registrars. 

I have not kept any regular account, or made entries of fees, since the years 1822 and 
1823. When I came into the office in 1819, I consider the emoluments of the office of 
Registrar were worth 200/. per annum, and that of Vicar General of the value of 60/. 
per annum : the fees of both situations (Vicar General and Registrar) are reduced since 
but particularly from the period of the introduction of the Tithe Composition Act. On 
an average of the last three years l do not conceive the fees paid into my office amounted 
to more than 100/. per annum; I believe the annual value of the Vicar General’s fees to 
be worth about 35 1. 

The Acts, Matters and Things, on which the fees were paid, were as follow : 

Prredial Tithe Citations : 

The costs in these suits are limited by Act of Parliament to 1 /. 4s. 7 d. 

Mixed Tithe Suits; Administration Suits; Renunciations; Filing ditto; Defamation 
Suits; Sequestration Suits; Relaxations of ditto; entering Caveats and with- 
drawing same; Marriage Licenses ; Probates of Wills and Administrations ; Suit 
of Office ; Monitions : 

The costs in these suits, which are plenary, have not exceeded 9/. : in these, and in 
administration and defamation suits, the Judge has 3 s. 1 d. on every rule ; the Registrar, 
on entering same, 2s. 6r7: the Judge 1 1 . on every final sentence, the Registrar 10s! 
The examination of witnesses (which is taken before the Registrar in plenary causes) 
is paid for according to the length of the proceedings and quantum of matter. The costs 
of marriage licenses vary from 1 /. to 1 1 . 10.?. 6 d., according to the trouble given. The 
highest costs which have been paid on probates of wills, where they have been long, 
never exceeded 4/. 2s. 6r/., and on simple administrations, 2/. 10s. ; in the majority of 
cases the costs are much less in both proceedings : any person, for whom it is certified 
that they cannot procure the costs of administration, can by permission of the Vicar 
General have letters of administration gratis. The Vicar General has a fee of 18s. 5 Ul. 
on the transmission of proceedings to another Court, under his seal; 10s. on every 
monition; sequestrations under King’s writs, See. and relaxations, 10s. on seal; same 
on licenses.

Not having kept any regular entries of such 
minute sums, I cannot exactly state average yearly, but to the best of my belief they 
may amount, on the whole, including the cost on marriage licenses, for which the cost 
to the Judge, to the best of my belief, the greatest part of the emolument is derived, may 
amount from 80 1. to 90 1. per annum for the three years last past.

There are a variety of matters, such as copies or proceedings in cases of appeal to the 
Metropolitan Court, copies of see leases, &c; the amount of charges in each cannot be 
ascertained with any precision, as the circumstances attending the execution of the busi- 
ness alone can j ustify the reasonableness of the demand ; the scale upon which such charges 
have hitherto been made in this drocese is I s. for every 90 words, and from 3s. id. to 8 j. 8 d 
for comparing and attesting. At present, an accurate account of fees received in the office 
for the last three years cannot be had, but such may be stated to be from 220 1 . to 230 1. 
per annum. On the night of the 19th or morning of the 20th December ultimo, the 
office door, which is attached to the Registrar’s house in this town, was broken open ■ 
a number of private papers and books of account were taken away, some of which have* 
been recovered, but the book in which the account of fees received is missing. The 
records of the diocese are kept in a safe and secure apartment in the Registrar’s dwell- 
ing-house. No emolument or remuneration has been hitherto received for any Return 
to Pad, ament, for Returns to the Privy Council in Dublin, Commissioners of Inquiry or 
First Fruits Department, the greater part of which Returns and Reports are required to 
be made in duplicate, sometimes triplicate copies are ordered, which take up a very <rreat 
portion of time and create excessive labour; it is hoped such will be taken into con- 
sideration, and some compensation granted.
